6.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first  elec¬ 
tion  of  Trustees  shall  be  Canadian  citizens  who  are 
twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  are  entitled 
to  be  registered  as  voters  under  the  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act  ”  and  are  owners  of  land  situate  in 
the  zone  in  which  they  wish  to  vote  or  the  author¬ 
ized  agent  of  any  board  or  corporation  that  is  an 
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owner  of  such  land  or  the  legal  representative  of 
any  owner  of  such  land  who  has  died,  become 
insolvent,  or  insane,  and  the  persons  qualified  to  be 
candidates  at  the  first  election  of  Trustees  in  each 
zone  shall  be  the  persons  qualified  to  vote  as  afore¬ 
said. 

7.  Mr.  Ferguson  Hoey,  Vista  Avenue,  Duncan, 
B.C.,  shall  be  Returning  Officer  for  the  first  election 
of  Trustees.  He  shall  call  a  general  meeting  in 
each  zone  of  the  persons  who  are  qualified  as  afore¬ 
said  to  vote  and  shall,  at  least  fifteen  days  before 
the  date  of  the  said  meeting,  post  at  six  conspicuous 
places  within  each  zone  and  publish  in  a  newspaper 
circulating  in  the  said  zone  a  notice  signed  by  him 
giving  the  date,  time,  and  place  of  holding  the  said 
meeting.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  be  chairman 
of  the  said  meeting,  and,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  clause  6,  he  shall  have  power  to  determine 
whether  or  not  any  person  who  desires  to  vote  is 
qualified  to  do  so.  He  shall  have  power  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  procedure  to  be  followed  at  the  said 
meeting  and  the  method  of  taking  the  votes.  Each 
qualified  voter  shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one  vote 
for  one  candidate.  The  Returning  Officer  shall 
declare  the  results  of  the  elections  and  shall  notify 
the  Comptroller  of  Water  Rights  of  the  said  results. 

8.  The  candidates  in  Zones  1  and  4  receiving  the 
largest  number  of  votes  at  the  general  meetings 
called  pursuant  to  clause  7  hereof  shall  hold  office 
until  the  annual  general  meetings  of  1958.  The 
candidates  in  Zones  2  and  3  receiving  the  largest 
number  of  votes  at  the  general  meetings  called 
pursuant  to  clause  7  hereof  shall  hold  office  until 
the  annual  general  meetings  of  1959.  Should  two 
or  more  candidates  in  a  zone  receive  an  equal  num¬ 
ber  of  votes,  then  the  Returning  Officer  shall  have 
the  power  to  and  shall  declare  which  candidate  is 
elected. 

9.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall  be 
held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Trustees  to  call  a  general  meeting  in  each  zone, 
to  be  held  between  January  1st  and  May  1st  in  each 
year  except  1957,  for  the  following  purposes: — 

(a)  To  receive  from  the  Trustee  of  the  zone  a 
report  on  the  undertakings  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district  for  the  preceding  fiscal 
year  and  a  statement  of  the  financial  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  said  improvement  district  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  auditor: 

( b )  To  discuss  with  the  Trustee  of  the  zone 
any  matter  relating  to  the  undertakings  or 
finances  of  the  said  improvement  district: 

( c )  To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one  whose 
term  of  office  expires  coincident  with  the 
holding  of  such  annual  general  meeting,  or 
to  elect  a  Trustee  to  fill  a  vacancy  that  has 
occurred. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 
Trustees  in  any  zone  at  any  time  for  the  purpose 
of  electing  a  Trustee  to  fill  any  vacancy  among  the 
Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the 
owners  any  matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a  general 
meeting. 

At  least  fifteen  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  in  any  zone  shall  be  given  by  the  Trustees 
by  a  notice  posted  in  six  conspicuous  places  in  the 
zone  and  published  in  a  newspaper  circulating  in 
the  said  zone. 

The  secretary  of  each  zone  shall  enter  in  a  book 
provided  by  the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes 
of  all  matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and  the 
action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  in 
a  zone  every  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who 
is  a  Canadian  citizen  and  is  twenty-one  years  of  age 
or  older  and  is  the  owner  of  land  situate  in  the  said 
zone,  or  the  authorized  agent  of  any  board  or 
corporation  that  is  an  owner  of  such  land,  or  legal 
representative  of  any  owner  of  such  land  who  has 
died,  become  insolvent,  or  insane,  and  is  qualified 
to  be  registered  as  a  voter  under  the  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act.”  Every  person  qualified  as  afore¬ 
said  to  vote  shall  be  qualified  to  be  a  candidate  for 
Trustee  of  the  improvement  district.  In  the  event 
of  the  right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any  general 
meeting  being  challenged,  the  chairman  shall  have 
authority  to  determine  whether  or  not  such  person 


is  entitled  to  vote,  and  the  chairman  may  require 
such  person  to  make  and  file  with  him  a  statutory 
declaration  showing  that  the  declarant  is  qualified 
as  aforesaid  to  vote  at  such  general  meeting. 
Forthwith  after  the  holding  of  a  general  meeting 
the  Trustees  shall  file  with  the  Comptroller  of 
Water  Rights  a  true  copy  of  the  minutes  of  such 
meeting  and  copies  of  all  auditor’s  reports  and 
financial  statements  presented  or  discussed  at  the 
meeting. 

10.  With  respect  to  the  first  tax  by-law  for  capital 
expenditure,  subsequent  tax  by-laws  which  would 
create  an  annual  levy  of  three  mills  or  more  over  a

9  hereof.  The  Trustees  shall  not  pass  a  tax  by-law 
in  respect  of  the  question  submitted  to  the  voters 
unless  those  persons  in  favour  thereof  polled  at 
least  two-thirds  of  the  total  number  of  votes  polled. 

11.  The  Trustees  of  the  improvement  district 
shall: — 

(a)  Appoint  annually  as  auditor  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district  a  member  of  the  Institute 
of  Chartered  Accountants  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia  and  fix  his  remuneration,  which  shall  be 
paid  from  the  funds  of  the  said  improve¬ 
ment  district:

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  deposited 
in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session  or  if 
the  petition  has  not  been  presented  to  the  House 
within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount 
to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars. 
If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  until 
this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  toll- 
bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Standing  Order 
100,  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner 
give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask, 
the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  small- 
pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good 
paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when 
folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7‘/2  inches.  There 
shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line  of  each 
page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on 
through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of  each 
Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
immediately  before  the  first  reading.  If  amend¬ 
ments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during  its  progress 
before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or  through 
the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  companies,  in 
addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule  98, 
fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company  are 
payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars  can 
be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned. 

All  cheques  in  payment  of  fees  must  be  certified.

MINING  ACT” 

UNDER  the  provisions  of  Order  in  Council  No. 
2494,  approved  on  the  2nd  day  of  October,  1956, 
the  reserve  created  under  the  “  Mineral  Act  ”  and 
“  Placer-mining  Act  ”  pursuant  to  the  terms  of 
Orders  in  Council  Nos.  449  and  450,  approved  on 
the  3rd  day  of  March,  1948,  covering  all  minerals 
in  the  following  described  lands  in  the  Vancouver 
and  Clinton  Mining  Divisions,  namely: — 

All  and  singular,  those  lands  and  premises  of  all 
that  area  in  the  Taseko  River  drainage- 
basin  lying  up-stream  from  a  point  7  miles 
below  the  outlet  of  Taseko  Lake  and  below 
an  elevation  of  4,500  feet  (assuming  mean 
high  water  of  Taseko  Lake  to  be  at  elevation 
4,400  feet) : 

Also  all  that  area  west  of  Taseko  River  lying 
between  longitude  123°  40'  and  longitude 
123°  50'  situated  below  parallel  51°  30'  and 
extending  south  to  latitude  51°  23';  also  an 
area  1  mile  wide  surrounding  Konni  Lake: 

Also  an  area  1  mile  wide  having  one-half  mile 
on  either  side  of  Nemaia  Creek  extending 
from  Konni  Lake  to  Chilko  Lake: 

Also  all  that  area  in  the  Chilko  River  drainage- 
basin  lying  up-stream  from  a  point  10 
miles  below  the  outlet  of  Chilko  Lake  and 
below elevation  of  3,950  feet  (assuming 
mean  high  water  of  Chilko  Lake  to  be  at 
elevation  3,845  feet) : 

Also  an  area  3  miles  wide,  being  ll/i  miles  on 
either  side  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from 
the  north-westerly  extremity  of  Choelquoit 
Lake  westerly  to  a  point  on  the  Homathko 
River  2  miles  above  Tatlayoko  Lake: 

Also  an  area  7  miles  wide,  being  3 Vi  miles  on 
either  side  of  a  line  commencing  at  a  point 
on  the  westerly  shore  of  Chilko  Lake  3 
miles  northerly  from  the  mouth  of  the 
lagoon  which  lies  opposite  to  the  mouth  of 
Nemaia  Creek,  and  extending  westerly  to  a 
point  on  the  east  shore  of  Tatlayoko  Lake 
4  miles  northerly  from  the  outlet  thereof: 

Also  all  that  area  in  the  Homathko  River  drain¬ 
age-basin  lying  between  a  point  1  mile  south 
of  the  mouth  of  the  Ottarasko  River  and  a 
point  on  the  Homathko  River  4  miles  above 
Tatlayoko  Lake,  and  lying  below  an  eleva¬ 
tion  of  2,825  feet  (assuming  high-water 
level  of  Tatlayoko  Lake  at  elevation  2,717 
feet) : 

Also  an  area  4  miles  wide,  being  2  miles  on 
either  side  of  the  Homathko  River,  and 
extending  from  the  said  point  1  mile  below 


the  mouth  of  the  Ottarasko  River  down¬ 
stream  to  high-tide  mark  at  the  head  of 
Bute  Inlet: 

Also  an  area  4  miles  wide,  being  2  miles  on 
either  side  of  a  line  drawn  from  a  point  at 
the  mouth  of  Chilko  Creek  near  the  south 
end  of  Chilko  Lake,  south-westerly  to  a 
point  on  the  Bishop  River  at  the  mouth  of 
Durham  Creek,  which  flows  into  the  Bishop 
River  from  the  north-east  at  a  point  about 
6V2  miles  above  the  confluence  of  the 
Bishop  and  Southgate  Rivers: 

Also  an  area  2  miles  wide,  being  1  mile  on 
either  side  of  the  Bishop  River,  commenc¬ 
ing  at  a  point  2  miles  above  the  mouth  of 
the  above-mentioned  Durham  Creek,  down¬ 
stream  to  the  confluence  of  the  Bishop  and 
Southgate  Rivers: 

Also  an  area  4  miles  wide,  being  2  miles  on 
either  side  of  the  following  described  line: 
Commencing  at  a  point  at  the  mouth  of 
Deschamps  Creek  at  the  head  of  Franklyn 
Arm  of  Chilko  Lake,  thence  following  along 
the  channel  of  the  said  Deschamps  Creek 
and  following  its  south  fork  to  its  head¬ 
waters  in  Franklyn  Pass,  thence  directly 
through  the  pass  to  the  headwaters  of  the 
Southgate  River,  thence  along  the  centre 
line  of  the  said  Southgate  River  down¬ 
stream  to  high-tide  mark  at  the  head  of 
Bute  Inlet: 

Also  all  that  area  lying  below  elevation  1,000 
feet  above  sea-level  which  is  situated  on  the 
north-east  shore  of  Bute  Inlet  between  the 
mouths  of  the  Southgate  and  Homathko 
Rivers  not  otherwise  covered  by  areas  here¬ 
tofore  described, — 

was  cancelled,  subject  to  the  following  provisions: 
No  person  acquiring  mineral  rights  under  the  “Min¬ 
eral  Act  ”  or  the  “  Placer-mining  Act  ”  within  the 
area  formerly  reserved  shall  be  entitled  to  com¬ 
pensation  for  damage  to  his  operations  caused  by 
flooding  of  all  or  any  part  of  the  area,  or  by  any 
work  done  or  structure  erected  to  develop  and 
transport  hydro-electric  energy;  and  no  person 
shall  prospect  or  mine  within  500  feet  of  any  dam, 
spillway,  power  plant,  transmission-line,  or  any 
other  works  or  structures  erected  or  that  may  be 
erected  within  the  area  formerly  reserved  for  the 
purpose  of  developing  and  transporting  hydro¬ 
electric  energy,  unless  the  approval  of  the  Chief 
Inspector  of  Mines  has  first  been  obtained.
